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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 06/28/2006 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues, on page 7 of the Remarks filed 06/28/2006. that element 6 does not lock panel 1 in the vertical direction because 
element 6 will not prevent panel 1 from moving upward in the vertical direction when coupled with another panel. Examiner asserts that 
the vertical direction includes movement in the upward and downward direction and that element 6 will prevent the panel from moving in 
the downward direction, therefore locking in the vertical direction. 

Applicant argues, on page 8 of the Remarks, that Moriau does not show that the first form-fitting element 6 is arranged on the inner wall. 
Examiner points out that applicant further states that the first form-fitting element 6 is arranged on the horizontally oriented head surface, 
which in turn is arranged on the inner wall. Therefore the first form-fitting element is arranged on the inner wall via the horizontally 
oriented head surface. 

Applicant argues, on page 9 of the Remarks, that examiner is failing to give the term "undercut" its plain and ordinary meaning, and that 
the undercut formed by surfaces 36 and 73 is therefore not an undercut by the plain and ordinary meaning. Examiner disagrees, noting 
that applicants stated plain and ordinary meaning defines undercut as "the action or result of cutting away from the underside or lower part 
of something". The undercut formed by surfaces 36 and 73 is on the lower part of side 1 of the panel, therefore falling under the plain and 
ordinary meaning of "undercut" as defined by applicant. Applicant further argues that the undercut when in contact with a portion of an 
adjacent panel only prevents the adjacent panel from moving sideways and does not prevent upward movement in the vertical direction. 
In response to this argument the examiner directs applicant to the above response address the issue of vertical movement. 
Applicant's arguments to the dependant claims are persuasive. However independent claims 1 , 5. and 1 1 remain rejected as per the Final 
Rejection Office Action.. 
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
